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Meeting on Interstate Route 287 -(Morristown Area) 
On May 2nd the Mayors of three municipalities surrounding Morristown, 
together with Freeholders and other officials met with the Commissioner 
to urge that construction of Interstate Route 287 through Morris County 


be started as speedily as possible. 


The Mayors expressed appreciation for the Department’s past efforts in 
developing the location of Route 287 and said citizens of the area were 
anxious for a final determination of the alignment and an early start 
of construction. They said they felt the Department had made the best 
possible engineering determination in favoring line "A" which passes 
through Morristown without encroaching on either historical Washington 


Headquarters or the High School properties. 


Those attending the conference were Michael Sawka, Mayor of Hanover 
Township; John H. Bickford, Mayor of Morris Township; John B. Applegate, 
Mayor of Harding Township; John W. Ginty, Township Committee member and 
former Mayor of Morris Township; Arthur R, Albohn, Township Committee- 
man and Director of Planning of Hanover Township and James V. Carver, 


Chairman of the Morris County Better Highways Committee. 


We indicated final decision on the alignment would be forthcoming as 
soon as the Department completes its review of information presented 


for and by officials of the Morristown area. 
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Road _and Bridge Construction 
Since reporting on April 10th, four additional projects are now under 
way bringing the total to 60 active contracts valued at $15 million. 
A total of 242 engineers and inspectors are supervising this work for 


conformity to plans and specifications. 


A measure of the accelerated tempo of our construction program can be 
seen in the increased number of samples of material tested by the 
Department’s laboratory. In April of last year 1759 tests were con- 


ducted. In April of this year 2587 - an increase of 47%, 


Plans and specifications are currently being processed on 45 additional 


road projects. 


At present 47 bridges are under construction on the State Highway 
System and inspection is being provided on five county roads. Plans 


and specifications presently are being processed on 45 bridges. 


Bids totaling $4,565,142.52 were received on six projects during the 
April 11th to May 10th period and 12 contracts totaling $1,724,379.70 
were awarded, At the present time bids have been advertized for on 


five projects. (Details included in this report) 


Additional Seashore Property Appraisal 


In response to the Governor’s request Department personnel appraised 
67 improved properties lying within the limits of the construction 
limits of the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers’ protective sand dunes and 


in some locations properties lying within the proposed buffer strip. 
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Additional Seashore Property Appraisal (Cont*d.) 


These appraisals were made in Sea Isle City, Strathmere and Whale Beach. 


This report was presented on May ilth. 


In making the appraisal it was noted that additional unimproved pro- 
perties lie in the dune alignment and improved and unimproved proper- 
ties lie east of the dune fie! As a result, additional appraisals 
covering such properties are now in progress. There are also underway 
appraisals of a mile section in the municipality of Brigantine, It is 
estimated that between 800 and 1,200 properties will ultimately be 


appraised with completion date set for May 23rd. 


Ownership in fee either by the State or the municipality of these 


properties would establish an effective publicly owned buffer strip. 


Riparian Land Report 
On April 25th the Department developed a report on the probable extent 


and value of certain riparian lands in Secaucus involving negotiations 
between the Department of Conservation and Economic Development and a 
developer. This report, furnished at the request of Governor Hughes, 
also covered the general interest of the State in the disposition of 


riparian lands. 


Right of Way Acquisition 


Under our accelerated construction program the work load in the Division 
of Right of Way Acquisitions and Titles has reached an all time high. 
The volume of work is indicatéd by the number of appraisals, 


negotiations, condemnations, agreements, etc. conducted during April. 
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Right of Way Acquisition (Cont*d.) 


In excess of one hundred items were presented to the Commissioner for 
action, including 82 agreements, 27 condemnation authorizations, 63 


appraisal orders and 9 sales of buildings among others, 


The Legal Bureau made 47 court appearances in connection with right 
of way acquisition; approved 108 titles and 93 deeds among their 
regular duties. There are presently pending 204 condemnation cases, 
exclusive of appeals fron condemnation commissioner’s awards. In 
reporting these facts our Deputy Attorney General indicates that 
with his present staff "we are not in a position to reduce the number 


of outstanding cases."

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New Motorist Map 
Bids will be received on May 22nd by the State Purchasing Division 


for printing the 1962 edition of the New Jersey Official Map and 
Guide. While retaining the "booklet" type of map, for handling ease 
by motorists, the cover and interior format will undergo sweeping 
revisions so that the map will have an entirely new look. It is 
planned to print 100,000 copies with free distribution scheduled to 
begin on or before the summer season gets fully underway. Our 
specifications call for a June 15th delivery. We believe the 


100,000 copies will be adequate for 1962 distribution. 


Beach Erosion Control with Surplus Ships 


A special report requested by the Governor on the possible use of 
surplus ships to serve as breakwaters and jetties was presented on 
April 24th. The conclusions were as follows: 

1. A surplus ship of the type currently available for sale is 
not feasible or practical as a substitute for the conventional 
groin. 

2. The proposed ship installation design for a jetty is not eco- 
nomically feasible when compared with conventional stone design. 
3. The proposed ship installation design for a breakwater has a 
lower initial cost than conventional stone breakwaters, but 
limited life of a steel ship breakwater precludes its use as a 


permanent installation, 
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Race Track Access 

On April 25th the Commissioner and members of the Department met with 
members of the Racing Commission and Garden State Race Track Officials, 
Assemblymen Meloni and Warner, Mayor Pierce, certain local municipal 
officials of the area and the Camden County engineer to discuss the 
improvement of roads serving the track. We were asked to take over 
Chaple Avenue and Haddonfield-Sorrell Horse Road - both presently owned 
by the county - for improvement and maintenance, This we are opposed 
to doing and so stated our case. Plans covering current and pending 
State Highway projects in the area and how they expedite traffic move- 
ment were fully explained. Until funds are provided commensurate with 
the State System's needs, it is impossible to assume the responsibility 
for additional mileage now the obligation of counties.

Recruitment 


As a result of the Department's college recruitment efforts, formal 
offers of employment have been made to 35 young men following an 
indication of initial interest and after screening interviews. To 
date, we have received 8 acceptances, 7 refusals, with 20 offers still

During April, three Civil Service lists were promulgated containing 
names of eligibles who qualified through open competitive Civil Service 
examinations for three classifications at the entrance professfonal 
engineering level, Assistant Engineer, Highway; Bridge Inspector; and 
Bridge Detailer.
